the Germans. Northeast of 
Neuville the Germans storm- 
ed tranches along a front of 
about 1,700 yards, capturing 
27 prisoners and nine ma- 
chine guns.

tional preparedness told a throng which packed Memorial Hall 
that the test of national preparedness lay not with congress, but 
with the young men of the country in their answer to the call to 
volunteer and the employees should oppose no obstacle to free re 
sponse.

ant factor. The point to be 
-considered by every penon is 
not how much influence have 
I, but am I using it properly 


and as God would have me 
use it. There have been many 
persons lived and died with- 
out knowing of their influ- 
encing anyone. Nevertheless, 
they have caused someone at 
some time to turn for the bet- 
ter or tte worse, or at least 
have had some part in the 
affair. 


This characteristic finds a 


helper in one's appearance, 
speech and actions. 


All know that the eyes an • 


the window to the soul. Con- 
sequently it behooves all to be 
very careful what kind of an 
impression they make on peo- 
ple. 7ou know almost invari- 
ably when a penon looks in- 
to the eyes of another tie 
former forms an idea of the 
character of the other party. 


We'are prone to judge an- 


other's character although 
the book of books tolls us 
"Ye Shall Not Judge." Nev- 
ertheless, the first impression 


is unusually correct and last- 
ing. 
The question today dear 


people is not what color are 
your eyes, but how yon are 
using them—to make a bad 
impression or good impres- 
sion, influencing the looker- 
is. 


Then we pass into the next 


method by which we influ- 
ence, that of our speech. This 
is the expression of thought 
by the means of words. There- 
fore, this does away with the 


argument that we speak be- 
fore we think. That correct- 
ly stated is, we speak with- 
out taking second thought. 
As certain as our education 
and training- are judged by 
our speech, equally true is it 
that our character is judged 
by our speech. 


One of the inspirng causes 


of the Revolutionary War 
was for freedom 
of speech, 


but I claim our speech is not 
free from the damnable in- 


fluence of what makes it nec- 
essary for so many people to 
unceasingly work to cope with 
this factor. So all, who care 
for themselves and associates 
should be very careful how 
they use this power, which 
came from on high. 


Then we take up our ac- 


tions. Who is the one that 
holds the best position of con- 
fidence and trust, the one 
who frequents the church or 
the one who frequents the 


places which make it neces- 
sary for a church on almost 
every corner. 


Of course, all who go to 


church are not perfect. Some 
go for entertainment; some 
because they have no other 
place to go; others to see the 
style of dress 
or 
suit the 


neighbor wears, 
and thank 


God some go that they might 
do some good to the general 
cause. The one who goes for 


entertainment, curiosity or 
other like reasons cannot help 
but be better if he receives no 
more than the influence of the 
majority with whom he is as- 
sociated. 


Then most certainly the on* 


who goes to work for the Fa- 
ther on High is helped by 
knowing that they will be re- 
warded by an uncontrollable 
and nncomparable hand, the 
Almighty God.

When the lower dam of the Southern 
California Mountain Water company broke late Thursday, it re- 
leased a flood of eleven billion gallons of water into the populous 
valley, which lies just south of here, devastating an area fifteen 
miles long and two miles wide. The property damage, it is believed, 
will reach $1,000,000. 


Another dam continues today near the breaking point, threat-

Scores of persons are reported missing, and it is believed a 


number of bodies were carried out to sea.

•would be highways sufficient for the traffic offering to them. The 
first coat of -bringing them to this condition would, 'beyond dis- 
pute, he great, but in the end more less costly and far more profit 
ably than the fruitless expenditures upon them in the past liavn 
been. In time they would bring into cultivation fifty 
thousand

ENCLOSE POSTAGE 


As more than once has been stated in substance by that sapi- 


ent adviser, Miss .Dolly AYise, good taste and good 
business, de- 


mand that when you are writing to a stranger on a matter 
that 


concerns you only and your letter requests au answer, postage to 
cover the reply should be enclosed. 


This is particularly true where you are writing to a post- 


office asking for information. 
Under the regulations ot: the post- 


office department, whore no postage is enclosed, the postmaster is 
not required to give infortnaiion that would otherwise be his duty 
to i'urnish, if possible. Frequent inqniires come to every office of 
consequence. Sometimes the work of giving a satisfactory answer 
to them is considerable trouble and annoying. It, stands to reason 
that no postmaster is going to pay postage on hundreds of letters 
to oblige, people on matters that in no wise interest him. 


An old, old problem, is that of regulating and controlling vice 


in cities. 
Some authorities try the segregated district idea, some 


try to run the guilty one.s out of town and then have to face the 
problem of immoral women scattering over the community, Haunt- 
ing vice in the residential districts.

And, of course, they will 
be criticised whichever course is adopted but if honest effort is 
nade to keep vice at a minimum with a view to ultimate eradica- 
tion, the authorities will be sustained by the majority.
